HIV/AIDS 

Health agency recommends 
routine exams for ages 13-64 

ATLANTA I Federal health officials Thursday 
recommended regular, routine testing for the 
AIDS virus for all Americans ages 13 to 64, 
saying an HIV test should be as common as 
a cholesterol check. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention guidelines are aimed at 
preventing the further spread of the dis- 
ease and getting needed care for an esti- 
mated 250,000 Americans who don’t yet 
know they have it. 

“We simply must improve early diagnosis,” 
said CDC Director Dr. Julie Gerberding. 

Nearly half of new HIV infections are dis- 
covered when doctors are trying to diagnose 
a patient who has already grown sick with an 
HIV-related illness, CDC officials said. 

Although some groups raised concerns, 
the announcement was mostly embraced by 
health policy experts, doctors and patient 
advocates. 

“I think it’s an incredible advance. I think 
it’s courageous on the part of the CDC,” said 
A. David Paltiel, a health policy expert at the 
Yale University School of Medicine. 

The recommendations aren’t legally bind- 
ing, but they influence what doctors do and 
what health insurance programs cover, (ap)

NASA shuttle makes 
return after starting 
space station repairs 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I Space shut- 
tle Atlantis and its six astronauts 
glided to a safe landing in dark- 
ness early Thursday, ending a 12- 
day mission whose smooth success 
was briefly upstaged by the high 
drama caused by mysterious float- 
ing debris. 

“Nice to be back. It was a great 
team effort,” said commander Brent 
Jett immediately after touchdown 
at Kennedy Space Center at 6:21 
a.m. EDT. 

More than 134 hours after 
landing, the astronauts, all wear- 
ing broad grins, left the shuttle to 
greet NASA administrator Michael 
Griffin and other agency officials. 
Then they walked under Atlantis to 
inspect the shuttle’s heat shield. 

Jett and his crew did the first 
construction work on the inter- 
national space station since the 


Columbia disaster 334 years ago. 
The astronauts performed three 
grueling spacewalks and took on 
other heavy-lifting tasks in one 
of the most challenging missions 
ever, adding a 17. 5 -ton truss addi- 
tion with giant solar wings that will 


help power the orbiting lab. 

The landing 48 minutes before 
sunrise was a day later than planned 
because NASA ordered up extra

Ahmadinejad says 
Tehran has not hidden 
any nuclear activities 

UNITED NATIONS I Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad insisted 
Thursday that Tehran does not 
need atomic weapons and he is “at 
a loss” about what more he can do 
to prove that. 

Ahmadinejad said his country 
has not hidden anything and was 
working within the framework 
of the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
treaty. 


“The bottom line is we do not 
need a bomb,” he said at a news 
conference on the sidelines of the 
U.N. General Assembly. 

The nations seeking to halt 
Iran’s disputed nuclear activities 
are working out a new deadline 
for the Islamic republic and have 
authorized the European Union’s 
foreign policy chief to go anywhere 
at any time to meet Tehran’s top 
nuclear negotiator. 

Despite the possible new accom- 
modations, diplomats said they are 
not willing to wait much longer for 
Iran to respond more definitively to

their package of incentives to stop 
uranium enrichment. 

Ahmadinejad said he believed 
negotiations on the issue were “on 
the right track.” 

He also accused the US. of hav- 
ing a double standard and said it 
should destroy its own nuclear 
arsenal. 

He questioned what the US. has 
done to shut down its weapons pro- 
gram. “They too need to submit a 
report” to the International Atomic 
Energy Agency on its nuclear pro- 
gram, he said. “We’ve acted in a very 
transparent manner.” (ap)

By late evening, an estimated 
10,000 people were outside parlia- 


ment, a peaceful crowd in contrast 
to the violence of previous nights in 
other parts of the city attributed 
mostly to soccer hooligans. 

The protests began on Sunday, 
when a recording was leaked in 
which Socialist Prime Minister 
Ferenc Gyurcsany admitted that his 
government lied about Hungary’s 


economic problems to win April’s 
elections. 

Gyurcsany reiterated his desire 
to stay on the job and carry through 
the reforms needed to remedy 
Hungary’s ailing economy. 

“The government has no desire 
to change its policies or its compo- 
sition,” Gyurcsany said at a meeting 
with leaders of some of the parlia- 
mentary parties, (ap)

U.S. Threat 

Pakistani alleges U.S. 
said it would bomb 
country to ‘Stone Age’ 

WASHINGTON I President Pervez 
Musharraf of Pakistan says the 
United States threatened to bomb 
his country back to the Stone Age 
after the Sept. 11 attacks if he did 
not help America’s war on terror. 

Musharraf says the threat was 
delivered by Richard Armitage, 
then the deputy secretary of state, 
to Musharraf’s intelligence direc- 
tor, the Pakistani leader told CBS- 
TV’s 60 Minutes. 

“The intelligence director told 
me that [Armitage] said, ‘Be pre- 
pared to be bombed. Be prepared 
to go back to the Stone Age,”’ 
Musharraf said in the interview 
to be shown Sunday on the CBS 
television network. 

It was insulting, Musharraf said. 
“I think it was a very rude remark,” 
he told reporter Steve Kroft. 

According to 60 Minutes, 
Armitage disputed the language 
attributed to him but did not deny 
the message was a strong one. The 
former deputy secretary of state

Rampant Violence Sweeps Baghdad 


Officials claim kidnap 
victims being used as 
suicide car bombers 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Widespread law- 
lessness swept the Iraqi capital on 
Thursday with kidnappings, deadly 
attacks on police, the discovery of 
more mutilated death squad vic- 
tims and a brazen daylight bank 
heist in central Baghdad by men 
dressed as Iraqi soldiers. 

As car bombings continued 
throughout the country, the Defense 
Ministry warned that insurgents 
were using unwitting kidnap vic- 
tims as suicide bombers — seizing 
them, boobytrapping their cars 
without their knowledge, then 
releasing them only to remotely 
blow the cars up when they make 
it to a checkpoint.

Although roadside bombs are the 
main weapon used by insurgents, 
suicide car bombers are often their 
most effective one — designed to 
maximize casualties and sow fear 
among the population. 

The U.N. Assistance Mission in 
Iraq’s Human Rights office warned 
that the number of Iraqi civilians 
killed in July and August hit 6,599, a 
record high number that is far great- 
er than initial estimates had sug- 
gested and points to the country’s 
grave sectarian crisis. 

Despite the rampant violence, 
coalition forces moved ahead with 
plans to turn security responsibili- 
ties over to Iraqi troops by the end 
of 2007. Italy formally handed over 
the reins of the relatively quiet Dhi 
Qar province in the south. It was the 
second of Iraq’s 18 provinces to be 
turned over to local control, (ap) 


U.N. Official: 
Torture in Iraq 
Is ‘Out of Hand’ 

GENEVA I Torture in Iraq maybe 
worse now than under Saddam 
Hussein, with militias, terrorist 
groups — and government forc- 
es — disregarding rules on the 
humane treatment of prisoners, 
the top U.N. anti-torture expert 
said Thursday. 

Manfred Nowak, the United 
Nations’ special investigator on 
torture, was presenting a report 
on detainee conditions at the US. 
prison in Guantanamo Bay as well 
as briefing the U.N. Human Rights 
Council on torture worldwide. 

Reports from Iraq indicate that 
torture “is totally out of hand,” he 
said. “The situation is so bad many 
people say it is worse than it has 
been in the times of Saddam 
Hussein.” (ap)

Feds Fund New Language 


Area schools receiving

FAIRFAX, VA. I School systems are 
receiving federal funds to increase 
aptitude in Arabic, Chinese and other 
languages key to the global economy 
and international relations. 

U.S. Education Secretary 
Margaret Spellings said Wednesday 


that county schools will receive 
more than $188,000 to expand 
Arabic and Chinese classes. 

The funding is one of 131 grants, 
totaling $22 million, to be distrib- 
uted in coming weeks as part of 
President Bush’s National Security 
Language Initiative. 

Officials said Montgomery 
County, Md., schools will receive 
$175,000 and District of Columbia 
schools $174,583. 


Spellings announced the grant 
during a visit to Annandale High 
School, which is one of three Fairfax 
schools that offers Arabic. 

She told students in an advanced 
Arabic class that they are among the 
less than 1 percent of high school 
students studyinglanguages deemed 
critical — including Farsi, Japanese, 
Korean, Russian and Urdu.

Retailer aims to offer 
nearly 300 generie 
preseriptions for $4 

NEW YORK I Wal-Mart plans to begin 
selling nearly 300 generic prescrip- 
tion drugs in the U.S. for a sharply 
reduced price, offering a big lure 
for bargain- seeking customers and 
presenting a challenge to compet- 
ing pharmacy chains. 

The world’s biggest retailer said 
Thursday that it will test its sales 
program, in which 291 generic drugs 
will be sold at $4 for a month’s sup- 
ply, in Florida. 

The drugs involved provide 
treatments for conditions rang- 
ing from allergies to high blood 
pressure.

Selling generic drugs at prices 
that don’t offer much, if any, mar- 
gin for profit could serve two pur- 
poses for Wal-Mart: It could draw 
customers away from big pharma- 
cy chains to Wal-Mart stores that 
offer a much wider array of prod- 
ucts, and it could help Wal-Mart 


with an image problem stemming 
from its policies on health insur- 
ance for employees. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. officials 
said the reduced price represents a 
savings to the U.S. customer of up 
to 70 percent on some drugs. The 
average monthly cost for a generic 
drug prescription is $28.74 , accord- 
ing to the National Association of 
Chain Drug Stores. For branded 
drugs, that figure is $96.01. 

Critics said the plan was a cover 
for Wal-Mart ’s failure to provide 
its employees with adequate health 
care. They contend that the com- 
pany’s benefits are too stingy, forc- 
ing taxpayers to absorb more of the 
cost as the workers lacking cover- 
age turn to state-funded health care 
programs, anne d’innocenzio (ap) 


Forbes’ Richest List All Billionaires 


NEW YORK I These days, it takes a 
billion — at least. 

For the first time, Forbes 
magazine’s list of the 400 richest 
Americans consists exclusively of 
people worth $I billion or more. 
As a group, the people who made 
the rankings released Thursday are 
worth a record $1.25 trillion. 

In the billionaire -athon, casi- 
no magnate Sheldon Adelson pole- 


vaulted to No. 3 from 15 in last 
year’s ranking, finishing behind 
the mainstays at Nos. I and 2: 
Microsoft Corp. founder Bill Gates 
and Warren Buffett of Berkshire 
Hathaway Inc., respectively. 

Adelson is now estimated to have 
$20.5 billion, Buffett $46 billion and 
Gates $53 billion.

A mother of 3 tries 
to win her family over 
to the joys of camping 

I am not a big fan of hard-core 
camping. I’m more fond of flush- 
able toilets and warm showers, 
air mattresses and a tidy little fire 
ring that keeps your logs where they 
belong. And I like having a camp 
ranger within shouting distance, for 
those times when the “neighbors” 
are being too noisy or a furry ani- 
mal is looking at you like you might 
be its next meal.

will no longer walk. 

4:30 P.M.: The kids are getting 
antsy, so I suggest we make din- 
ner early. Spiro fires up some coals 
and we get cooking. This is a good 
manly task that he enjoys. 

5 P.M.: Spiro and I decide that 
while the fire is still hot we should 
make s’mores. Vasili and I set to 
work finding good marshmallow- 
roasting sticks while Spiro puts a 
few logs on the fire and does his best 
to keep Maggie from toppling in. 

8:30 P.M.: Bedtime. Piling into the 
tent, it’s pretty apparent that I have 
made a small misjudgment of how 
much space a family of five needs.

Disappearing Act

REDSKINS I When Dallas Cowboys coach Bill 
Parcells was asked about the Washington Redskins’ 
offseason acquisitions of wide receivers Antwaan 
Randle El and Brandon Lloyd prior to last 
Sunday’s game, his response echoed 
what most Redskins fans, and the 
coaching staff for that matter, 
were thinking.

REDSKINS I In 1985, Joe Theismann 
was 36 years old and was having his 
worst season in the NFL, with eight 
touchdown passes and 16 intercep- 
tions. The Washington Redskins 
were hanging around .500, on the 
way to missing the playoffs for the 
first time in four years. 

Coach Joe Gibbs refused to 
take Theismann out. When the 
quarterback change finally took 
place, it was by gruesome means. 
Lawrence Taylor broke Theismann’s 


leg in the 11th game of the season, 
ending Theismann’s career and 
forcing Gibbs to turn to 24 -year- 
old backup Jay Schroeder. 

Two years ago, Mark Brunell 
was having the worst season of his 
career at age 34, unable to throw for 
even 100 yards in most of his starts. 
Gibbs stuck by the veteran as long as 
he could before benching him in the 
ninth game for Patrick Ramsey. 

Last year, Ramsey began the sea- 
son at the helm at the ripe age of 26. 
He was shaky from the outset and 
didn’t even last one game. 

Which brings the story to this 
year. Brunell is the starter again. He’s 
36, the same age as Theismann 21 


years ago. He isn’t playing well, the 
offense has scored only one touch- 
down, and the record is 0-2. 

Frustrated fans can flood the talk 
shows and Internet chat rooms all 
they want with calls for Brunell to be 
replaced by second-year player Jason 
Campbell, and it won’t matter. No 
one should expect Brunell to get the 
hook anytime soon. Gibbs is a coach 
who loves his players seasoned. 

“I’d say, in general,” Gibbs said, 
“you’re more willing to replace a 
younger guy than an older guy.” 

Gibbs said he had a long talk 
with Brunell on Tuesday, chatting 
“quite a bit about things in gener- 
al.” Campbell, yet to play a down.

The Terps defense tries

For the first 15 emasculating 
minutes of the Terrapins’ loss to 
West Virginia, the Mountaineers 
moved the ball down the field with 
the ease of men playing among boys.

‘All the King’s Men’: 
A solid foundation 
that signifies nothing 

FILM I For “All the King’s Men,” 
writer- director Steven Zaillian has 
amassed an esteemed cast (Sean 
Penn, Anthony Hopkins, Jude 
Law, Kate Winslet) to remake this 


best-picture Oscar winner, based on 
Robert Penn Warren’s 1946 Pulitzer 
Prize-winning novel. 

But instead of being important, 
“All the King’s Men” is merely self- 
important — and pretentious and 
bombastic, but ultimately hol- 
low. 

Penn, starring as the Huey Long 
figure who goes from small-town 


hick to corrupt politico, screams 
and flails and gesticulates wildly; it 
too often comes off as inadvertently 
funny. The British actors, mean- 
while, affect Louisiana accents with 
varying degrees of success. Then 
again, everyone (except Kathy 
Baker as a boozy socialite) feels 
out of place. 

Stark goes from parish treasur- 


er to unlikely gubernatorial can- 
didate after some political opera- 
tives talk him into running. But 
once he realizes he’s just a pawn 
being used to split the hick vote, 
he finds his own voice, speaking 
to groups of poor folks like him- 
self about the need for roads and 
bridges and schools. 

This sequence, in which Stark 
stumps from stages to swamps 
across the state, should have been 
thrilling but just feels rushed. All of 
a sudden he knows exactly what to 
say, and all of a sudden the people 
show up to listen. 

Law stars as a journalist who fol- 
lows Stark on his campaign tour 
then goes to work for him once 
Stark wins in a landslide. And as 
narrator. Law provides one of the 
film’s few sources of subtlety. 

But he’s also forced to serve 
as the central figure in a couple 
of subplots that drain the film of 
its momentum. In the midst of all 
this scheming. Stark finds time 
to indulge his newfound tastes in 
liquor and exotic women, which he’s 
acquired as quickly as flipping on 
a light switch. 

How did he make this giant leap? 
Where did these Machiavellian 
tendencies come from? If “All the 
King’s Men” is intended as a cau- 
tionary tale, having a firm grasp of 
where he started from is crucial to 
caring about where he ended

F I L M I Yoko Ono approved this film, 
so it’s no surprise that “The U.S. 
vs. John Lennon” deifies her late 
husband. 

Ono provided documentary 
directors David Leaf and John 
Scheinfeld with extensive footage 
and fresh recollections; Lennon 
comes off as a visionary leader at 
best and an idealistic marketing 
genius at worst. 

“Give peace a chance.” “War is 


over if you want it.” Succinct and 
easily digestible, like the best jingles. 
He was that direct and early and 
often, so it’s not as if “John Lennon” 
could have shed much new light; 
Lennon’s hardly mysterious. 

Though the film isn’t terribly 
revelatory, interviews with (among 
others) Walter Cronkite, Geraldo 
Rivera, George McGovern and G. 
Gordon Liddy do offer a thorough, 
vivid snapshot of the period. And 
the use of dozens of songs by Lennon 
and the Beatles help make the film 
better than a “Behind the Music.” 

“The U.S. vs. John Lennon” 
begins with Lennon proclaiming

that the Beatles were more popular 
than Jesus and follows his transfor- 
mation into an increasingly high- 
profile anti-war activist.

Pass on It or Pass Out 


‘Science of Sleep’ is 
visually inventive, but 
ultimately a big yawn 

FI LM I Michel Gondry’s “The Science 
of Sleep” is pure whimsy presented 
with a childlike lack of guile piled on 
so thickly that the movie becomes 
less a story and more an exercise in 
caprice. 

Writer- director Gondry’s tale of 
a man-child (Gael Garcia Bernal) 
seesawing between his harmless- 
ly demented fantasy world and a 
stifling outer life is filled with clever, 
dreamy visuals. But the emotion- 
ally stunted hero feels as artificial 
as the makeshift props Gondry 
weaves into the man’s weird alter- 
nate reality. The trappings and char- 
acters have no purpose except as

playthings in Gondry’s cinematic 
sandbox. 

Bernal stars as Stephane, a man 
whose vivid dreams gradually are 
taking precedence over the drab, 
disappointing future shaping up in 
his real life. 

While sleeping, he’s master of 
“Stephane TV,” a television studio 
built from cardboard boxes, shower 
curtains and other found objects. 
In his dreams, Stephane is host of 
a cooking show in which he mixes 
together strange thoughts and 
observations with memories. 

In actual life, Stephane has 
just come home to Paris, where 
his mother has landed him what’s 
supposed to be a job designing 
calendars. It’s little more than 
a typesetting gig, and Stephane 
begins retreating further into his 


dreamscapes. 

Stephane finds a potential 
anchor to draw him back to the 
conscious world when he meets his 
new neighbor, Stephanie (Charlotte 
Gainsbourg), and her friend Zoe 
(Emma de Cannes). 

A sweetly chaste kinship 
develops between Stephane and 
Stephanie, their similar names 
part of Gondry’s warm and fuzzy 
stab at examining themes of 
duality and synchronicity. 

They all get churned into 
Stephane’s dreams, which grow 
increasingly indistinguishable 
from his everyday life. 

Gondry crafts some deceptive- 
ly simple and wonderfully inven- 
tive sets, effects and animated 
sequences. But the individu- 
al moments feel disconnected, 
with the movie playing out like a 
compilation of Gondry’s innova- 
tive music videos. “The Science of 
Sleep” entertains in a fleeting way, 
but it’s like sleepwalking through 
someone else’s tepid dream.

SQUID, INK I You have to love a 
movie called “Kraken: Tentacles 
of the Deep” (Sat., 9 p.m., Sci Fi). 
Or at least you have to appreciate 
how the movie got that ridiculous 
name. 

For some years now, Sci Fi has 
been delighting audiences — and at 
least one critic — with its Saturday- 
night franchise of cheap, silly thrill- 
ers. In an entertainment universe 
where Hollywood spends a quarter 
of a billion dollars to produce the 
third remake of “King Kong,” these 
features are a refreshing return to 
B -movie purity. 

“Kraken” begins as a giant squid 
attacks a small boat containing a 
romantic couple and a small boy 
reading himself to sleep with Jules 
Verne’s “20,000 Leagues Under 
the Sea.” Two seconds after get- 
ting amorous, the couple become 
squid food. 

Fast-forward 20 years and that 
small boy has become Ray (Charlie 


O’Connell), a hunky sailor who joins 
forces with bikini- clad maritime 
archaeologist Nicole (Victoria 
Pratt). She’s in search of sunken 
treasure, but finds a giant squid 
instead. Or does the giant squid 
find her? She also has a team of 
bad guys on her tail. How do we 
know they’re bad? They dress in 
black! 

Originally produced as “Deadly 
Waters,” the film was acquired by 
the geniuses at the Sci Fi chan- 
nel, who offered visitors to their 
Web site the chance to rename 
it. Thousands took a crack at it, 
and “Kraken” was the best of the 
lot. Other entries included “Two 
Guys, a Girl and a Giant Squid,” 
“The Squid Stays in the Picture” 
and “Killamari.” 

Elsewere in science fiction (and 
on Sci Fi), the team discovers the 
Sangraal’s hideout on the midsea- 
son finale of “Stargate SG-1” (Fri., 9

TALLADEGA NIGHTS: THE BALLAD OF 
RICKY BOBBY (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
This NASCAR sendup starring Will 
Ferrell doesn’t do much more than go 
for the quick guffaw, frequently from 
stereotypical slights along the redneck 
vein.

Dean of admissions 
concerned colleges 
are hurting students 

Though just teenagers, the appli- 
cants to the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology are a scarify accom- 
plished lot. They have started busi- 
nesses and published academ- 
ic research. One built a working 
nuclear reactor in his garage. In 
their high schools, they have led 
every extracurricular club and 
mastered the SAT. 

But surprisingly few have done 
what Marilee Jones, the woman who 
actually decides which one in seven 
MIT applicants gets in, thinks 18- 
year-olds ought to be doing. 

Not many sleep eight hours a 
night, or eat three meals a day. 
Few spend time each day just star- 
ing into space. And Jones is blunt 
about the consequences. 

The quest for perfection “is mak- 
ing our children sick,” the MIT dean 
of admissions told a recent gath- 
ering of college admissions pro- 
fessionals in Boston. She means it 
literally, snapping off statistics on 
the increase in ulcers, anxiety dis- 
orders and control disorders such

as cutting and anorexia. 

“Kids aren’t supposed to be 
finished,” she said. “They’re par- 
tial. They’re raw. That’s why we’re 
in the business.” 

For years, high school teachers 
and counselors have been com- 
plaining about the emotional and 
physical toll of the competition for 
slots in selective colleges. SAT prep 
classes and an arms race of extra- 
curricular resume -building, they 
say, are draining the fun out of life 
for their students. 

College officials have been slow- 
er to see it as a problem — though, 
finally, that may be changing. A 
group of presidents from promi- 
nent colleges has been talking 
behind the scenes about possible 
steps to “lower the flame” — to use 
the buzz phrase — surrounding col- 
leges admissions. 


“The thing we see over and 
over again is how tired [students] 
feel, the extent to which they don’t 
enjoy their senior year, which is 
supposed to be the big payoff of 
the high school experience,” said 
Rod Skinner, college counsel- 
ing director at Milton Academy 


near Boston, where Jones recently 
spoke. “Marilee is really getting at 
how these students feel.” 

Two things ultimately trans- 
formed Jones’ concerns into a 
cause. One was a series of conver- 
sations about adolescent health 
with pediatricians, like Kenneth 


Ginsburg of Children’s Hospital 
in Philadelphia, her co-author on 
a new book: “Less Stress, More 
Success: A New Approach to 
Guiding Your Teen Through College 
Admissions and Beyond.”The other 
was a simple conversation with a 
high school student after she gave 
a talk. He asked her if MIT really 
required 10 extracurricular activ- 
ities. Jones wondered aloud why 
he would think that. The student 
pulled out MIT’s application and 
showed her: next to “extracurricu- 
lars” it listed 10 lines for students 
to fill in. For the first time, Jones 
says, she saw MIT’s application as 
a student sees it. She completely 
rewrote it. 

“That’s when I realized there’s 
what we say and what they hear, and 
they’re really different,” Jones says. 
“We’re raising a generation of kids 
trained to please adults. ... They’re 
being judged and graded and ana- 
lyzed and assessed at every turn. It’s 
too much pressure for them.” 

Many in the admissions field 
admire Jones, though with mixed 
feelings about her prospects for 
winning this fight. 

“She’s probably a little bit more 
bullish than I am, a little more opti- 
mistic,” said Tom Parker, dean of 
admissions and financial aid at 
Amherst College. 

“I think it is very tough for her to 
do this given the ... kind of unwritten 
rules and habits and relationships 
that exist,” Thacker said. “There are 
conventions, and in many ways, she’s 
a rebel.” justin pope (ap)

Voter Fraud at Branch Ave.? 


POLL CENTER I The people who don’t 
trust electronic voting have made 
their point. Before 5 p.m. yester- 
day, Express’ Poll Center question 
— “Do you feel electronic voting 
systems are trustworthy?” — was 
fairly evenly split with a slim major- 
ity indicating that they have little 
faith in electronic systems. 

But in about 60 minutes, Poll 
Center was flooded with more than 
250 votes. Where there had been 
just 3 votes at the Branch Avenue 
station, suddenly 152 votes were tal- 
lied. Other stations showed some 
modest gains. 

Granted, Express’ polls don’t 
claim to be scientific, nor (thank- 
fully) do they decide the leader of the 
free world. Nor are they protected 


with the kind of security that would 
be used in elections that actually, 
well, decide something tangible. 
But Express’ experiment in direct 
democracy, tainted as it was, result- 
ed in an overwhelming majority — 
87 percent — firmly against elec- 
tronic voting systems. 

The question also attracted a 
number of comments. Said one 
anonymous comment er: “It can- 
not be trusted at this time unless 
strict measures are in place, which 
we currently do not have. ... After 
casting a vote, how many people 
would actually go back and veri- 
fy what happened to their vote or 
have the ability and know how to 
do that? Somebody with an agenda 
can relatively easily fool the system.

Identity Theft 

JOEL WINSTON , associate direc- 
torforthe FTC’s Division of Privacy 
and Identity Protection, was online 
Thursday at washingtonpost.com to 
discuss identity theft issues. 

I have been told from members 
of my bank that identity theft is a 
hoax, and that it is committed 90 
percent of the time by family mem- 
bers or “friends.” Is that true? 

The FTC’s surveys indicate that 
the leading cause of credit card 
fraud is family, friends or other 
people you know. But, it is not 90 
percent and there are millions of 
incidents each year that come from 
third-party fraud. 

How safe is it to request an elec- 
tronic credit report from the 
Internet? Is is possible that the 
credit reporting Web sites are fake? 

Good point. We have seen some 
fraudulent Web sites that mimic the 
official free report site. When peo- 
ple go to the fraudulent site, their 
information may be harvested by 


identity thieves. Make sure you go 
to annualcreditreport.com. 

Although it is a pain, I routinely 
shred any correspondence I receive 
that has my name and address 
printed on it. Is this overkill? Can 
someone steal an identity with just 
a name and address? 

Usually not, but it happens. It’s a 
good precaution, in particular, to 
shred those “prescreened” or “pre- 
approved” credit card and phone 
offers, because there have been 
at least a few cases where thieves 
have rummaged through the trash, 
retrieved those letters, and opened 
accounts in the consumer’s name. 

Is the FTC doing anything about 
outfits like freecreditreport.com, 
who advertise free credit reports 
without having the disclaimer that 
consumers are already entitled to a 
free credit report once a year from 
the Big 3? This is deceptive adver- 
tising. 

Last year, the FTC settled a law- 
suit with the company that mar- 
kets that product, requiring them to 
make better disclosures of what they 
are selling and to provide refunds 
to customers.

So what inspired the new CD? 

It’s pieces originally written for the 
voice, things like arias. I thought it 
would be nice to do an album all of 
beautiful, slow pieces from all sorts 
of repertories. 

What’s the most surprising piece 
on it? 

Probably the little tiny song [“In 
trutina”] from Orff’s Carmina 
Burana. It’s not the sort of thing 
you’d expect to hear on a violin. But 
it works surprisingly well! 

So what should we listen for on 
Sunday at the Kennedy Center? 

It’s a gala concert, which is a good 
time to do one of the big warhors- 
es. We decided on Tchaikovksy’s 
Concerto in D major. It’s the most 
exciting of the violin concertos. 


You come to D.C. often to perform. 
Any favorite hangouts? 

I go out to Georgetown, usually to 
restaurants on the water. Wherever 
I go, it’s all about the eating. 

Well, you’ve traveled everywhere, 
so you’ve probably gotten to eat in 
some interesting places, right? 

I’m very experimental — I try 
everything. I like to eat the local 
cuisine wherever I go. I take my 
Michelin guide with me in France, 
and in Japan, I went to a very 
authentic place where the food was 
still moving! But I think I might 
stop short of monkey brains. 

Besides your violin [a 1713 
Stradivarius], what kind of things 
do you travel with? 

I always bring my laptop. I write e- 


mails to friends and play network 
games, really silly gory, shoot-’em- 
up things. And I love my iPod. 

So what’s loaded on it? 

I still do listen to classical music 
in my free time, but sometimes I 
cheer myself up with salsa or Latin 
music. I’ve also got nostalgic stuff 
from the ’ 80 s like Peter Gabriel 
and Genesis. 


What do you wear onstage? 

I never wear a tuxedo. Even orches- 
tras aren’t all dressed like waiters 
now. Classical music has to sound 
free and passionate, and when 
you’re dressed up, you’re not com- 
fortable. So I like to wear a loose 
shirt onstage. 

And what about offstage? 

I’m a jeans and T-shirt person, but

Most cost $100, meaning you can 
getan originalforcheap orafford awall 
of little works. 

Jan Blencowe(paintingadayproject 
.blogspot.com) said hertop-sellers are 
flowers and desserts: “Everybody want- 
ed a doughnut.” Her works sell for $100. 
Justin Clayton (justinspaintings.com) 
is an L.A. painter who says clients love 
his palm trees, above. He sells viaeBay 
auctions, where bidsfor his pieces can 
reach several hundred dollars. Randel 
Plowman (acollageaday.blogspot.com) 
uses whimsical cutouts in4-inch-by-4- 
inch collages that run just $25 each. 

“It’s really positive to have so many 
artists all working on the same sort of 
thing,” said Clayton. “We all kind of feed

Old Tile, New Bathroom 



Q My house was built in 
1902. All of the fireplac- 
es have these cool, mot- 
tled rectangular tiles on their 
hearths and around the open- 
ings. But some of the tiles are 
cracked or missing. I searched 
Home Depot, flea markets and 
tile places, desperately trying 
to find ones that match, but I’m 
not having any luck. Any ideas? 

If you’re having a hard time finding 
old or unusual tiles, a good place to 
check is LAntiquario, which does a 
big business selling antique clay and 
ceramic tile. It’s located in Miami 
(305-672-6008; lantiquario.com), 
but it’ll send products all over the 
world. 

LAntiquario salvages 18th- to 
20th-century tiles from castles 
and cathedrals in Europe. It stock- 
piles 1,500 patterns — red, black 
and gray diamonds. Art Nouveau- 
ish blue and gray flowers, fit-for- 
Diocletian’s-Palace mosaic styles 
— which cost $11 to $50, much 
less than most other sources. 

If you can’t find anything that 
matches the tile on your fireplace, 
consider removing the existing rect- 
angles carefully, and using some of 
L’Antiquario’s stuff instead. You 
could alternate plain and patterned 
tiles for a very neat Old World look. 
And your fireplace will have a new 
history of its own! 

Antique tiles, whether you pick 
them up at a junk shop or find them 
at a big-time dealer, also go a long 
way toward adding personality to 
a contemporary house. Hang a few 
colorful Spanish squares on the 
wall of a bathroom or install some 
flowered French beauties as a back- 
splash in your country kitchen.

Q We bought a condo in a 
pre-World War II build- 
ing.

If your project involves any structur- 
al issues at all.

Moving walls and adjusting floor 


plans ain’t for amateurs. 

Even if you hire an architect, an 
interior designer can serve as a fine- 
tuner. Interior designers work with 
architects on complex projects; on 
smaller ones, a designer can hire 
contractors and supervise the redo 
for you. Another option: a design/ 
build firm, which puts both archi- 
tects and designers on the job. 

Whichever direction you go, these 
pros can help you envision what your 
space might look like — a Tahitian 
spa with lots of wood? A sleek glass- 
and- chrome kitchen fit for a down- 
town loft? If you hire a designer, he

or she will produce drawings, sched- 
ules and budgets and propose mate- 
rials. To find one, try the database 
on the American Society of Interior 
Designers at asid.org. 

If you decide you want a one-stop 
shop, go with a design/build firm. 
Two I’d recommend: Case Design 
(800-513-2250; casedesign.com) 
and Landis Construction (202-726- 
3777; landisconstruction.com). 

You can also go with a kitchen/ 
bath design firm. Many have 
retail showrooms, like Jennifer 
Gilmer (301-657-2100; jennifer 
gilmerkitchens.com) or Kitchen 
and Bath Studios (301-657-1636; 
kitchenbathstudios.com). Home 
Depot and Lowe’s also have kitch- 
en and bath redo departments, and 
DIYers say good things about IKEA 
cabinets. 

Check with your condo board 
before any makeovers — many have 
rules about how and when jobs can 
take place. The new neighbors will 
be much more neighborly if they 
aren’t awakened by buzz saws.

Sunday marks the217th anniversary of the 
U.S. Marshals Service, America’s oldest 
federal law enforcement agency. If you 
have an outstanding warrant (and who 
doesn’t?), the good times, in the form 
of burly Deputy U.S. Marshals, will find 
you. So what ifyou didn’t killyourwife? 
They don’t care. 

Known best as fugitive hunters. 
Marshals also provide security forfed- 
eral courts (and currently forthe Saddam 
Husseintrial). When much ofthecoun- 
try was unsettled, they were often the 
only law enforcement available, said 
Marshals Service historian Dave Turk. 
“A lot of our field deputies would be 
outfor weeks at a time and would have 
to carry all their own food — things like 
cans of beans and beef.”

Surprise, Sweets ! 



Pair vino and 
cake or beer 
and chocolate 

There’s a saying, “Life is short; eat 
dessert first.” Though it sounds like 
a corny Hallmark card, that quote 
can inspire a great party. For your 
next bash, why not bypass healthy 
stuff (main courses, potentially E. 
coli-loaded salads) and serve sweets 
as the main attraction? 

But instead of the usual sus- 
pects — creme brulee, the same old 
brownies — try something intrigu- 
ing and unexpected: Serve unusual 
treats with complementary drinks. 
“This works because it is so different 
and fun,” said Todd Thrasher, som- 
melier at Alexandria’s Restaurant 
Eve. Besides, when else can you give 
people their just desserts? 

Wine & Cheesecakes 

Vino loves fromage, so it makes 
sense that it’d also get along with 
cheesecake. But New York’s sig- 
nature confection is quite rich, so 
pour a fuller-bodied wine. “An ice 
wine would be good, or a botrytis- 
affected wine such as a Tokaji or 
Sauternes,” said Jennie Schacht, co- 
author of “The Wine Lovers Des- 
sert Cookbook” (Chronicle, $25). In 
addition to such syrupy libations, a 
bit of bubbly also works. “A demi- 
sec Champagne or a sparkling 
Vouvray keeps a dense cheesecake 
from becoming overpowering,” 
said Schacht. “They’re great pal- 
ate cleansers between bites.” 

The new “Bon Appetit Cook- 
book” ($35, Wiley) features recipes 
for soiree stars like Triple Cherry 
Cheesecake or Toffee Cheesecake 
with Caramel Sauce. Or buy queso 
cakes from Heller’s Bakery (3221 
Mt. Pleasant St. NW; 202-265-1169) 
or cheesecakedelivered.com, which 
sells varieties like pumpkin/fudge 
and lemon. 

Whatever flavor you favor, 
Schacht suggests pairing cheesecake 
with a wine that is sweeter than it 
is. “After biting into the dessert, a 
less sweet wine will taste flat or sour 
by comparison,” she said. 


Strong Coffee & 

Middle Eastern Sweets 

Though most people know Mid- 
dle Eastern cuisine for hummus 
and kebabs, the cooks of Jordan, 
Lebanon et al. also turn out deli- 
cious, intensely sugary meal codas: 
basbiissa (syrupy semolina cake), 
qataif (pancakes filled with clotted 
cream or walnuts, fried and dipped 
in syrup) or baklawa (sweets made 
with nuts and filo). 

And in cafes from Amman to 
Zahdean, Iran, folks drink dark, 
dark java to offset all that sweet- 
ness. London-based Lebanese 
author Anissa Helou (“Mediterra- 
nean Street Food,” $19, Morrow) 
said rich, often grounds-filled 
Turkish- style coffee is the bever- 
age of choice throughout the Middle 
East. “I’d suggest espresso, without 
sugar,” she said. “Filter coffee is too

bland to serve with sweets, cappuc- 
cino too heavy.” 

Her book provides recipes for 
easy treats like semolina cake and 
anise cookies. Local sources for bak- 
lawa, halawat jiben (sweet cheese 
desserts), etc. include Al-Nakheel 
(334 Maple Ave. West, Vienna; 703- 
938-4270) and Lebanese Taverna 
Marketplace (4400 Old Dominion 
Dr., Arlington; 703-276-8681). 


Beer & Chocolate 

“If you look at brewing industry 
cookbooks from 50 to 60 years ago, 
you’ll find grandma and grandpa 
were enjoying beer with chocolate,” 
said beer expert Bob Skilnik, author 
of the forthcoming “Beer & Food: 
An American History” ($25, Jef- 
ferson Press). He suggests pairing 
a rich flourless chocolate cake with 
stout; the brew’s bitter and some- 
what acrid flavor holds up against 
the intense cocoablast. More unusu- 
al combos might include a Pilsner 
and milk chocolate. “I’m hooked on 
homemade chocolate -chip cookies 
with a thin-tasting American Pil- 
sner,” said Skilnik. 

“Beer and chocolate is very 
common in Belgium and Germa- 
ny. Many breweries actually make 
chocolate as well as beer,” said Brian 
Harrison, owner and general man- 
ager of The Reef in Adams Morgan. 
He suggests marrying Chimay Bel- 
gian ale with milk chocolate. “Take 
a bite of chocolate, hold it in your 
mouth till it melts, then drink the 
beer,” he said. “Mmm, heaven,” 

For international brews, try 
Chevy Chase Liquors (5544 Connect- 
icut Ave. NW; 202-363-4000) or 
World Market locations, which also 
stock international chocolates. 

Sweet Cocktails 

Then, too, you could just combine 
your dessert and your drinks in 
one vessel. (Which, judging from 
the chocolate martinis on D.C. bar 
menus, is what many restaurants 
are doing.) “Sweet cocktails are pop- 
ular right now because they seem 
a lot less scary to make,” said Res- 
taurant Eve’s Thrasher. But, he cau- 
tioned, “They go down easy, and you 
won’t know just how much you have 
had to drink.” 

Two recent books provide inspi- 
ration for glucose- dosed highballs. 
Kim Haasarud’s “101 Margaritas” 
($15, Wiley) suggests a Lemon 
Meringue Margarita; her “101 
Martinis” ($16, Wiley) also provides 
plans for goodies like a marshmal- 
low-topped Hot Chocolate Marti- 
ni. All seem destined to make your 
guests’ spirits — and sugar levels 
— soar. MONICA bhide

I am making a vegetarian mezze for 
some friends and was looking for a 
good chickpea salad recipe. 

This is a recipe by Leslie Beal Bloom 
that we published in 1991. It can be a 
whole meal when served with warm 
pita bread. Crisp papadums, avail- 
able at local Indian markets, are 
also a tasty accompaniment. 

CURRIED CHICKPEAS 
WITH WATERCRESS 

I LARGE bunch watercress; 1/2 CUP 
yogurt; I TABLESPOON reduced-calo- 
rie mayonnaise; I TABLESPOON curry 
powder; 1/2 TEASPOON kosher salt; 1/2 
TEASPOON freshly ground black 
pepper; GENEROUS PINCH cay- 
enne; I 1/2 CUPS cooked 
chickpeas; I CUP seed- 
ed, chopped tomatoes; 
I 1/2 CUPS cooked corn; 
I CUP seeded, chopped 
cucumber; 1/2 red onion, 
peeled, thinly sliced. 

Wash watercress and dry thorough- 
ly. Trim stems and separate sprigs. 
Place in a medium bowl and set aside. 
In asmall bowl, mixtheyogurt, may- 
onnaise, curry powder, salt, pepper 
and cayenne. Just before serving, 
toss watercress with 2tablespoons of 
the dressing. In aserving bowl, place 
chickpeas, tomatoes, corn, cucumber 
and onion. Gently toss with remain- 
ing dressing. Taste and adjust sea- 
sonings. Divide watercress among 
four plates and spoon chickpea salad 
on top.
